new total of 1.007 rental boxes. 
This is 
the fifth time additions have been made 
in response to public demand. The Third 
National has also during its growth per­ 
iod increased personnel to 27 person;-, 
18 women and 9 men, with an annual 
payroll of $100.000.00 
Banking institutions in Sedalia ha\a 
provided this deposit box service 
for 
many years 
Periodically they ha\e ex­ 
panded and improved their properties 
keeping abreast of community t'xpan.don. 
Increased demand for deposit boxes is 
not only an indicator of new' safety-think­ 
ing on the part of bank custonu'rs, hut 
also may be considered a weather vane 
of population increase 
Someday soon we hope the Postoffice 
Department also will r e c o g n i z e the 
growth of our community by providing 
additional postal box rental service for 
business houses and individuals who for 
a long time now have been on a waiting 
list.

Hydrocephalus 
is 
the 
medical 
nam e for a condition — not too 
common — involving the accum u­ 
lation of fluid in.side the brain. 
This results in a stretching of the 
skull from the pressure of exces­ 
sive fluid. It is commonly called 
‘ water on the brain.” It may be 
pre« i'nt at birth or m ay not be­ 
come evident 
until 
some 
tim e 
during early childhood. 
When found at birth, the cau« e 
may be some obsrtuction to the 
drainage of fluid from the sprees 
which lie between portions of the 
brain 
What causes this obstruc­ 
tion. however, usually cannot be 
di.scovered 
Occasionally, the in­ 
crease in fluid may enlarge the 
head even before birth, thus m ak­ 
ing childbirth difficult. 
Hydrocephalus dose not neces­ 
sarily interfere with intelligence.

His m ental faculties, 
however, reniiuned excellent. 
The symptoms of hydrixiepha- 
lus vary widely. Mental changes 
may or may not he present. Head­ 
aches and disturbances of vision 
or walking are among the p>s- 
sihle symptoms. 
Tlie outl<k>k for someone aifUct- 
ed by this condition depends on 
the cause Gf known land on the 
spetHi with which fluid accum u­ 
lates. If it comes on suddenly and 
fluid accum ulates rapidly, the out­ 
look, of course, 
is 
unfavorable. 
In many mild ca.ses, however, re­ 
covery can, and often does, occur. 
In some cases,

relieved

.surgery. Perhaps a vicious cycle

The chances of success are best 
if treatm ent is .started early.
